A great deal of the 


fine flavor is lost in this way, for the 
Cubans are away ahead of us at the 
art. 
Cigars nude in Cuba are not 


so profitable to our dealers, because 
they can get the raw material much 
cheaper and make up the rolls them- 
selves. 


If anyone wants imported cigars 


and not imported tobacco made up by 
domestic workmen, he must exam- 
ine the boxes. Each has six internal 
revenue stamps* with 
the 
words, 


'Imported cigars, United States cus- 
toms/ and the number 
of cigars. 


The picture of a ste&znship 
is en* 


graved in the middle of each stamp. 
For each separate number there is a 
different colored stamp. In boxes of 
five hundred the tint is yellow ochre, 
the two hundred 
and fifty box is 


supplied with a red stamp, blue dis- 
tinguishes the one 
hundred 
lots, 


while for the fifties a green tint is 
used.

ed cigars by this moans, and this is 
the only means, for when a dealer 
assures you that iha cigars m-de of 
Havana tobacco are imported he sat-

equal love to man. as a human 
brother. He confounded their coun- 
sels and they fell silent on the sub- 
ject j»f the law. 


A little while before this, when 


they had failed to rnsnare Him, He 
completely frustrated them by say- 
ing (Mark xi., 87-33): "I will also 
ask you one question," Which, when 
they attempted to answer, they all 
broke down ignominiously. And now 
in our lesson (verses 41, 42) He re- 
sorts to the same device of turning 


built of lies, about miracles in the 
old and new lestnmeiit, cculd be 
health-giving, age after age and 
anywhere it goes. But with this as 
one reason of our faith, that those 
events therein recorded did occur, we 
tuin to you who doubt and ask for as 
good reason why they did not.

Psalm 110 Rever- 
ence for their scuptuies was deeper 
than the regard that it had for them 
in our clay. They were the court cf 
last resort. If, then, by thcsa scrup- 
tures they could be shown that ths 
Son of Man might also be t'ie Lori, 
what then? So Jesus tries. You say 
the Messiah as promised was to be 
the Son of David. HOY/, thtn, does 
(verse 44) David, speaking in the 
Holy Spirit, call this Messiah Lord, 
as he does in your revered Psalm? 
David foretells that the Messiah is 
to be of his offspring, and so, human, 
as the rest. But also this Messiah 
is to be Lord. Why will you not see 
how I can bo both Son of Man and 
Son of God? And how hard the 
rabbis felt themselves pushed by this 
use cf their psalm is shown by the 
fact that at a later date they re- 
tracted that interpretation of the 
psalm by which they had before ap- 
plied it to their Messiah.

Jesus silenced them both by the wis~ 
dom of His answer concerning the 
relative authority of the command- 
ments and by the adroitness of His 
inquiry as to David's teaching.

The people, of China do not labor to 


strengthen the hands of the general 
government, but they do labor to tie its 
hands or at least to limit its power for 
meddling with the rights of the masses. 
It is a deep maze, the Chinese social 
polity, but there is sense in it and 
strength for certain crises. One of the 
worst things that can happen to u Chi- 
naman is to "lose face/* and he will 
lose face it he breaks one jot or tittle 
of the law* of the fellows with whom he 
is associated in au oath bound clan. 


The secret societies of China are too 


many to count, but there isn't an object 
in life dear to masses that hasn't one 
or more societies to promote it; also 
there isn't an evil threatening to cor- 
rupt and defraud the masses that 
hasn't called into life a society to com- 
bat It Gambling aud opium smoking, 
the pet vices of the race, are kept with- 
in bounds, if not exactly regulated, by 
antis that sometimes go at the evils 
as the Boxers did at the foreigners. 


It is alternately claimed and denied 


that the Chinese are capable of com- 
bination. The apparent lack of public 
spirit in China is laid to their failure 
to work in combination. The fact is 
that China is either blessed or cursed 
by the most extensive and powerful 
societies known in the world. And one 
of the things which the Chinese com- 
bine to do In secret oath bound asso- 
ciations is the regulation of civic af- 
fairs; hence the Boxers, who want to 
regulate the foreigners, whether Mant- 
choo or European. Thieves and brig- 
ands and all sorts of malefactors may 
for a time defy the local police, but 
when an association like that of the 
Brotherhood of the Venerable Bull 
takes up the cudgel it is relentless 
lynch taw on a huge scale. China is 
regulated when things get too bad, 
just as California was regulated iu tbe 
fifties, by 
sworn vigilantes as des- 


perate as the evildoers themselves. 


The secret societies of China which 


undertake to regulate public affairs are 
similar to the law and order leagues 
and societies for the prevention of evils 
m this country, except that tbe mem- 
bers are bound by oaths and the meth 
ods used are as unscrupulous as those 
of the evildoers who «vre to be disci- 
plined. . The names of societies of this 
kind do not always indicate their char- 
acter. The Society of the White Lotus 
has existed for 500 years, but associa- 
tions having the same object in view 
do not always bear" that name. The 
Clear Shining Lotus and the Clear and 
Bright Lotus are changes on the par- 
ent name adopted for the purpose ot! 
eluding edicts lo suppress the original 
order. 


Various societies with totally differ- 


ent names are derived from the parent 
association, and the Boxers, or Loving 
Union of Elder Brother?;, is a society 
organized to revive the military spirit 
of the Chinese. The most potent and 
formidable of all active societies in 
China today is the Society of Concord 
of Three, called by Europeans the 
Triads. The proselytes ot this society 
honor and worship the trinity of Uenv- 
en. Earth siiid Man. For l&e last 300 
years the main objects of the societies 
fathered 
by the Triads have been 


the expulsion of the Tartars and the 
longed for restoration of the Ming 
dynasty, and this programme is only a 
continuation of tho work of similar so- 
cieties which existed under Ming rule 
*»nd conspired to limit the unbridled nu- 
thorlty of the emperor. Revolution or 
rebellion Is tbe inevitable end of the 
activities of these societies, e\en when 
the primary aim is a pacific one. 


The Chinese outside of the fatherland 


nre the boldest of subscribers to revo- 
lutionary teuets fostered at home. The 
Taiping rebels were largely recruited 
from members of the Triad and branch 
societies who had been drilled in secret

\owinjji mo: t solemnly never to conceal 
serpents among dragons the Triad sim- 
ply swnrs (hat lie will not introduce 
Mnnt*-hoos ninoni: (he loyal Chinamen 
of the order, lie fm t her agrees to sac- 
rifice an ear for ihe slightest infraction 
of tbe rules of secrecy and silence and 
to suffer cleat 1) for the second offense. 
One feature of the ceremonies in secret 
makes the heart of the Celestial leap 
with joy. and it is no wonder that he 
swears to be a Triad if ho dies for it. 
The hated one is unbraldod and the 
hair allowed to fall down over the 
shoulders as in the good old days of tho 
Ming rule when the Chinese were 
known as the "black mailed men" be- 
cause of th^ir lomr. bushy, black locks. 
Out in the uotld the Triads make 
themselves known to "brethren" by va- 
rious secret jrlanees. gestures and tones 
of voice. Bein£ naturally an adept "in 
ways that are dark and tricks that are 
vain," the heathen Chinee is in his ele- 
ment in a fraternity of Triads banded 
together to ilu horrible things to the 
powers that oppress.
